Demonftrated,  &c. 

Lmighty  God  did,  in  the  Beginning, 
create  our  Old  Grandfather  Adam 
in  his  own  Image*  and  Made  and 
Conftituted  him  the  ^Deputy  o£  God 
over  the  Children  of  Men,  which 
were  by  him  to  be  begotten  :  Therefore,  fo  foon 
as  Adam  had  Children*  who  were  come  to  the  JJfe 
of  Reafon*  thefe  his  Children,  had  a  Natural 
Right*  br  a  Tower*  founded  in  the  Trc-Adamiti- 
calContraU ;  which  is  the  fame  Thing  as  to  depofe 
their  Father  Adam*  both  as  their  Parent*  and  as 
their  Sovereign ;  ■  if  he  did  in  the  leaft  difoblige 
them,  or,  indeed,  without  any  'Difobligation  at  all, 
if  it  did  appear  convenient  to  them  to  depojh 
Him.-  And  this  they  had,  moft  certainly,  a 
well-founded  Right  and  Tower  to  do  •  the  In- 
fiitution  of  God  notwithflanding.  Why?  Be- 
caufe  Two  is  always  better  than  One.  And 
Adam  was  created  Only  to  "Beget  them,  and  to  be- 
come, from  their  Sovereign  and  Tarent*  their  Suk- 
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jell,  whenever  they  fhould  think  fit  to  make  him 
fo.  I  did  not  fay,  that  if  Adam  had  begotten  but 
one  Son,  that  this  Son  could  fo  regularly  'Dethr one 
his  Father  Adam :,  Tho*  I  am  fomewhat  inclina- 
ble to  think,  that,  upon  fome  extraordinary  Emer- 
gency,.he  might  have  lawfully  dpne  it.  But,  once 
there  were  f>. wo  Sons,  the£afe  Can  bear  no  Di- 
fpute;  for  then  they  were  the  Majbrity  :''  They 
two  were  the  People^  and  Adam  was  .but  Que ; 
(  for  I  have  nothing  to  fay  to  Old  Mother  Jiie  $ 
She  was  a  Woman,  that  is  enough!)  Adam  was 
~but  a  'Parents  and  a  Prince,  and  was  G  o  dV  Choice 
for  them,  but  was  not  the  free  Choice  of  his  Sons 
the  People  •>  and,  therefore,  could  not  honeftly 
£laim  their  2)#/jrand  Obedience,  longer  than  they; 
thought  fit  vpfantarily  to  fubmit  to  him,  elfe 
they  were  his  Natural  ^offals,  or  Slaves.  But 
everybody  knows,  or  fhould  know,  that  all  Man- 
kind are  born  free:  Why  ?  Becaufe  that  no  Man 
is  born  with  a  Saddle  on  his  'Back.  I  think  this 
Head  Sufficiently  clear'd  j  and  yet  it  has  a  Tail* 
For,  -.  , 

By  the  fame  Rule,  a,U  the  'Patriarchs,  both  the 
}Jnte  and  the  PbfT-jbilwvians,  were  very  filly  Fek 
lows,  L  Why  ?  Becaufe  They  had  a  Parcel  of  Ty- 
xanical  Notions,  lnconfiftent  with  the  Liberties  of 
the  People;  ion  by  this  Time,^  you  mult  know, 
the  People were  grown  more  numerous,  by  a  great 
deal,  than  they  were  when  Adam  was  nrft  crea- 
ted. This  Difcovery  I  happened  lately,  and,  very 
luckily,  to  make,  by  Humbling  upon  an  old,  mujiy* 
Worm-eaten  'Book,  written  in  a  Grange  Language," 
which  made  me  oblig'd  to  an  Interpreter  for  myr 
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Knowledge  in  it.    And  I  own,  I  lik  d  the  2ook 
the  better,   becaufe  I  found  it  amongft  the  Ar- 
chives of  a  Right  Reverend  Prelate,  who  had  ne- 
ver worn  Lawn  Sleeves  if  he  had  read  it,  no,  not 
for  Two  Thoufand  a  Year.     Now,    I  fay,   thefe 
Did  'Patriarchs  were  very  Tyrants  in  their  No* 
ture ;  tor  they  fancied,  that  every  one  of  them,, 
forfooth,  had  a  Right  to  Govern  his  own  Family  : 
But  they  were  egregioufly  miftaken  j  becaufe,  un- 
doutbedly,their  Families,  their  Children,nay,even 
their  Servants-,  both  Collectively  and  Reprefenta- 
pvely,  had  a  Right  to  T)epo[e  them,  and  to  exer- 
cife  the  Faculties  and  Powers  of  thefe  Lords  JVr- 
triarchy  with  which  they  were  invefied  by  the 
,  Original  Xnflrument  oiGovernmcnt,  the  Pre-Jda-* 
mitical 'QntraU :   So  that  the  People  in  thofe 
Days;j  pie w'd  very  great  Moderation,  when  they 
allo\y'd'themfelves  to  be  Governed  and  Ruled  by 
thefe  fame  patriarchs  >   when,   indeed,  the  ?\z- 
triarchs  did  owe  the  Peaceable  VoJJeflion  and  JEw- 
#/£  of  that  ^tf^r,  which  they  Vainly  and  Tyran- 
nically imagined  they  were  invefied  with,   over 
'  their  Children  and  Servants,  entirely  to  the  Good 
Nature  and  Goodwill  of  their  Fan?ilies,who  had  a 
well-founded  Original,  Natural,  and  Tre-Jdami- 
tical  Right  to  &£&  them  out  of  Doors,  whenever 
they  thought  fit  fo  to  do.    Why  ?  Becaufe  they 
were  the  reoplc,  and  naturally  .Free.    And,  can 
any  Body  be  fo  ftupid  as  to  imagine,  that  a  filly 
Patriarch,  ifingle  Perfon,  was  to  be  preferred  to 
<*//his  Children,  Servants  and  Family  ?  Or,  that 
thefe  old  Patriarchs  were  born  for  any  other  End, 
but  to  beget  Cbildrengxd  to  bin  Servants,  to  T>e~ 
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pojty  or  Govern  themfelves,  whenever  they,  thd 
Majority,  ftiould  think  fit  ?  Befides,  it  was  Im- 
pudent in  thofe  old  Fellows,  and  very  Tyrannical^ 
to  pretend  3  Right  from  God  over  their  Fami- 
lies. Thisftiew'd  their  Infolencey  and  this  alone 
was  Reafon  enough  for  their  Children  and  Ser- 
vants to  have  made  thcipi  glad  to  Abdicate,  had 
they  not  exceeded  in  Moderation:  Which,  how- 
ever great  a  Vimic  it  is^  may  yet  be  abu fed  to  ve- 
ry ill  Pur pofes.  For  this  Lenity  oi  the  Patriar- 
chal Families,  in  not  chaftifmg  their  Lords  and 
Majters  fometimes,  had  very  near  loft  us  our  'Pri- 
vilege of  doing  the  like  now,  had  not  fome  Free- 
thinkers and  Republicans  of  late  reftor  d  our  Al- 
inoft  extinguifhed  Right. 

Mofes  and  Jar  on  were  a  very  odd  Kind  of  Men^ 
for  Mofes  tells  us,  Thai  God  chofe  the  Children 
of  Ifrae/^thc  Seed  of  Jbraham^the  Friend  of  God^ 
to  be  the  peculiar  People  of  God  :  And  that  G  o  d 
(who  Govern  d  the  reft  of  the  Nations  of  the 
Earth  by  deputed  Jngels)  was  yet  gracioufly  plea- 
fed  to  take  them  under  his  Own  particular  Ipime- 
diate  Government ;  and  fo  became  their  King  fo 
expre  fly, that  their  Government  was  called  a  Theo- 
cracy :  An  Honour  that  no  Nation  under  the  $un 
'can  Claim,  or  Pleads  befides  themfelves !  And  Mo- 
fes tells  us  farther,That  he  was  appointed  by  God, 
their  Immediate  KiNG,as  his  ^Deputy  or  Vicegerent 
over  them.  And,  therefore,  Mofes  was  called  King 
in  Jejhuriin>  and  that,  asfuch,  he  was  to  Govern 
the  I/raelitesy  and  to  declare  to  them  the  Laws  of 
God  j  and  which,  if  we  may  believe  himr  he  did 
at  Horeb,  and  in  a  very  fohmn  Manner y  very  pub-

1  Uckly*  and  very  Pifibly  and  Audibly.  And  he  alio 
tells  us,  That  his  Brother  Aaron  was  moft  fofomn- 
ly  Appointed  by  God,  to  be  his  High^Priefi,  and 
that  It  was  'Entailed 'upon  his  Family  Hereditary  \ 
yet,  all  this  fine  Account  notwitbftanding,  and 
thor  my  0/*/,  mufiy  Bw1e^  I  told  you  of,  has  it  all 
exprejly,  the  Children  of  7/ir^r/  elected  God  to  be 
1  their  King,  once  upon  a  Time,  when  they  were 
in  a  good  Humour ;  but  they  took  Care  to  fettle 
the  TaUa  Convent a> ,  previoufly  to  their  EleUion^ 
by  which  they  Articled  to  Change  Him, to  ct)epofe 
Mimfto  Renounce  Him,  whenever  they  thought  fit; 
Now,  if  you  delire  my  Vouchers  for  this,  becaufe 
I  was  fo  civil  as  to  give  you Jfouc hers  for  my  laffc 
I  Story,  I  will  give  you  them :  'Tis,  however,  a  later 
Author  than  my  old,  mufiy  "Book,  and  fo,  conse- 
quently, better,  becaufe  more  within  the  Degrees 
of  Credibility  ;  'tis  that  famous  Gentleman,  who's 
Name  I  have  forgot ;  but  his  Defcription  is  this  : 
He  is  uDoUor  of  Laws,  of  a  fine  College  in  a 
famous  Univerfityi  which  has  a  Statute  binding 
its  Fellows  down  to  the  hard  Task  of   being 
Mediocriter  Dotti,  &c.  He  was  a  Tapifi  about  2$ 
or  %6  Years  ago,  and  never  renounced  ^Popery  fince;. 
and  yet,  at  prefent,  has  no^pofitiye  Religion,  but 
the  Love  of  Wine,  Women,  and  Money*    And  he 
wrote  a  Book,  with  the  Help  of  a  great  many  of 
his  Friends*  called,  "the  Rights  of  the  Chridian 
Church,  by  which  he  plainly  lhews,  That  no  Chri- 
stian Church  has  any  Right  at  all ,-  but  if  any 
Church  has  any  Right,  he  feems  to  allow  it  ra- 
ther to  thcTopiJh Church  than  to  any  other  Chri- 
Jlian  onej iagpmpliment,  I  prefume,  to  them,  for 
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JiitVihg  brice  allow'd  him  to  herd  with  them.  He  has 
not  yet  written  the  Rights  of  the  Mahumetari 
Cbfircb,tlmt  I  know  of;  elfe  I  doubt  not  h^'ii  prefer 
that  in  every  Thing  to  the  (^hriflian,  except  in 
that  one  foolifti  Article  of  Circumcijioni  which  is 
too  troublefome,  efpecialiy  at  this  Time  of  Day, 
for  him,  fince  it  was  not  done  wheri  he  wMs  very 
young.  This,  is  the  Great' Man*  my  Juthor.  And' 
in  that  very  Book  of  the  Rights,  &c.  it  is,;  that  he 
tells  us  of  the  Horeb  Contract,  the  TaUa  Convent  a 
or  the  Children  of  Ifrael,  when  they  chofe^  Al- 
mighty God  to  be  their  Kingj  under  KeftriUions 
and  Limitations,  that  they  might  not  betray  the 
Liberty  and  Freedom  of  their  Succejfors,  which  they 
had  a  Title  to,  by  the  Old  Tre-Jdamiticdl  Con- 
trail above-mentioned.  And  now  to  fhew,  that 
this  my  Worthy  aftd  Mpdern  Juihor  is  in t  the 
Righii  thefe  very  (Children  of  ifrpel,  when  they 
had  bur.  yaSt  ■  fettled  the  Gcvernment,  in  the  Hands' 
of  their  new-made  King  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  tihey 
foon  repented^'that  they  had  not  forefeen  an  d  capi- 
tulated £oi:  farther  Limitations :  And,  therefore,1 
that  liiey;  as  Good  'Patriots',  might  not  be  found- 
fault  with  by  their  Tofierity,  for  Giving  up  and 
Surrendring  their  Liberties  upon  fuch  Conditions ,' 
they  very  toon  endeavoured,  to  put  the  Deposing 
TioUrine  in  Practice:  Ancf  having  in,  a.  General 
Convention*,  met  upon  that  extrorainary  Occafionl 
for  the  'Prefervation  of  their  Religion]  Liberties, 
and  cProperty,xhty  found  that  jl#>/w,  who  was  the 
Vicegerent  of  their  new  Elected  King,  had  Abdi- 
cated ;  and,  therefore,  they  Declared  the' 
Throhi  vacant.  And  becaufe,  arthey  were  thenfc 
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.  po fled  and  /knotted,  it  was  or  .dangerous  Confequence 
to  keep  the  Throne  vacant  long ;  They,    therefore* 
immediately  took  care  to  fill  it  with  a  Dumb  Idol 
Calf,  the  moft  inoffenfive  and  £?/?  Sort  of  Kjng  in 
the  World,    becaufehe  never  could  dwindled  into 
aTyrant:   And  it   was  remarkable  enough,    that 
they  never  dancd    fo  heartily,    nor  fo    nimbly, 
tvhile  they  were  a  People,  as  they  did  before  this 
Roymttalf    Why  ?  That  Dumb  Royal  Calf 'was 
the  Choice  of  the  Teople^  exerting  themfelves  in  the 
^Defence  of  Religiony  Laws,  and  Liberties:  I   fay, 
bi  Religion  )  forfomc  of  the  Trie  ft  s  were  Conftnt- 
ingy  wTho  had  their  Religion,  no  doubt,  very  much 
at  Heart;    Ol  JLazvsi     for  they    uwjkip'd -this 
Royal  Calf,  by  proclaiming  a  FeaP,  according  to- 
the  Laws  of  Piafting  before  their  King-    or,   at 
leaft,  they  ^orjhippdit  as  they  iliould  have  done1 
their  King:    Of  Liberties  i    for  it  was  by  their 
Liberty  that  they  found  themfelves  entitled to  the 
Rightof  'Declaring  that  Mofesjn&d  Abdicated,  and 
that  they  filfdthe  Throne  with  this  Royal  Calfi 
'Tistruej    however,    they  happened  to  Mifcary 
in  this  Bufiiiefs,    becaufe  they  c  id  not  Adjuft  it 
well  enough;    for  there  were   Nonjm  ors  |x>th  a- 
mongft  the  ¥r  lefts,  andalfo  amongftthe  <People>wh<J 
c6uld  not  be  brought  to  WorJJoip,    nbr  to  do  Ho~ 
mage  to  this  their  new  King,  the  Calf:  And  altho* 
they  had  one  merry  Day  of  it^  yet  it  becdme  SitJ 
ternefs  in  the  End  i   for  they  lQft  many  pmiy  FeU 
lowsy  befides  the  common  Mortality ;  and  they  loft 
..much  Money,,   even  the  very  Royal  Calf  himself y 
tho'  a  Golden  One :    And  which  had  been   worft 
of  all,  they  had  well-rrgh /<?/?  theptfefoes  wholly 
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dnd  entirely,  but  that  their  King  de  Jute,  their 
T^ue  King,  was  very  Merciful  unto  them,  and 
gavethem  an  Indemnity >  after  he  hatd  corifumed 
101x1$  of  the  Ringleaders  of  them  •  and  that  the 
reft  repented  for  that  Time,  of  that  Exercifc  of 
their  Tower. 

They  found,  however,  by  fatal  Experience,  that 
they  ftill  came  off  by  the  Lofs,  at  Long-run,  when 
they  endeavour'd  to  exert  their  Original  Tower 
againft  their  King  hi mfelf ,  and  after  federal  urir 
fuccefsful-Attcmpts,  and  a  grefat  many  Grcwlings, 
and  Grumblings •,  and  Mobs,  &c.  they  dt  laft  refol- 
ved  to  try  fheir  Skill*    by  deftroying  the  High- 
t*prieft,  &  Chief  Miriifter  anion gft  thefn :'   And  thfs 
they  did  by  a  Tresbyteriaii  Tlot ;  for  they  wef e  for 
levelling  Aaron,    and  had  prepared  &  J  u  n  f  d$    ot 
Scotch  General  JJfembly  of  Levellers,    t6  ihare  the 
Triefihoqd  equally  with  him  :     And  theif  ReafoH 
was,  no  doubt  of  it,  a  very  good  one  ;    for  all  the 
Teople  were  Holy  as  well  as  Aaron ;  and,  therefore 
why  fliould  he  Monopolize  fo  good  and  fofat*  Be- 
nefice, faid  they  ?  which,  if  divided  imongft  them 
all,  whp  were  the  Tretenders  to  it,    would  fervfc 
-them  ail  very  well.     And  if  thefe  Holy  Levellers 
had  prevailed,  I  am  truly  of  Opinion,    they  wou/d 
not  have  allowed  Jarott  to  be  their  conftant  Mode- 
rator ;   for  they  were  True-blue  JianCh  Tresbyte- 
rians:  (And  by  the  Way,  this  iliews  the  Antiquity 
of  that  SeU;   this  being  the  firft  Account  I  have 
met  with  of  thetf  Foundation,  tho'  their  Eftabliftp- 
ment   was  above  3000  Years  after.)      But,   un- • 
luckily,   all  this  fine  Contrivance  was    fpoil'd  at 
once :  £bt3  by  a  fortuitous  Qoncowfe  of  Atoms*  th©

ISarth  happened  to  open,  juft  jnth^tt  Critical  Nick 
of  Timty  and  juft  in  that  Spot  where  the  Three 
Ringleaders  of  the  Popular  FaUion  happen'd  to 
ftand,  and  jwallowd  down  Korah*   Dathan*    and 
Abirqm;     And,    by    another  furprifing  Concottrff 
of  Fiery  Atoms \  their  Accomplices  wove  devoured  \ 
^Vnd  by  a  third  Concourfe >  of  Tlaguy  Atopis*  a  JVi&/- 
«/«^p  were  ftruck  dead.     But  all  thefe  Misfortunes 
slid   not  wholly  fubdue  thefe  Noble  Spirits;  Jfor 
every  now  and  then,   they  thought  fit  to  Revive 
their  Q 'aim *  f  oft  what  it  would:    And  ity  indeed 
coft  them  a  great  Qeal.      Yet  they  fhew'd  them- 
feives  Noble. Liberty   apd  Property  "Patriots;   that 
when  they  were fure  they  mult  funer  for  it,    when-* 
j  ever  they  made  apyfuch  Attempt,   yet   ft  ill  they 
went   on  to  prevent  Trpfcription.    And  no  Body 
will  deny,  bvit  they  were  very  mijch    ip  the  right 
fotodo.     Why?    Becaufe  pf  the  Treradamitical 
Contrary  and  the  Original Contract*   and  the  Ho- 
rebContraU*    becaufe  of  Religion*    Liberty*    and 
Property,  which  could  he  no  where  fo  fafe*  as  in  the 
j  Hands  of  the  People;,  For  they,  furely,  underftood 
;» the  befiy  and  are  fitter,  to  Govern  than  any  fingh 
^Perfon  of  G  o  d's  choofing. 

By  this  very  Rule*  -King  David  was  a  fad  Man  ; 
for  he  took  upon  him  to  be  King  of  IfraeJ*  as  be- 
ing the  Deputy  of  Almighty  Goo  oyer  them.  'Tis 
true,  my  old  mufty  jBook*  fays,  Thgt  GOD  Him- 
self chofe  David*  and  made  him  his  Vicegerents 
without  asking  any  of  the  People*  Teers*  or  Com- 
moners y  any  Advice  at  all  about  itl  Nor  did  the 
People  meet  Collectively*  nor  Representatively*  to 
give  any  Cwfent  to  it,  or  to  give  in  any  Claim*or  to 
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make  ahy  Trot eft ationsy   of  to  conferr  Laws  ;   or, 
in  fhort,  to  have  any  Manner  of  Hand  in  making 
him  their  King :  GOD  Almighty  did  it  all  Him- 
felf  without  them.     And  which  was  ftill  more,  He 
Entaifd the  Kingdom  (according  to  my  old  Book)  " 
upon  King  'David's  Family  Hereditaril)]vjithoxxta.l- 
lowing  the  People  .any  Vote  in  that  Affair  at  all. 
Nor  was  there  any  one  Tqrfon  askTd  about  it,  al- 
th^'  the  1'hron*  of  David  was  firmly  eftablifhed. 
But  yet  for  all  this,    who  doubts  but  the  People 
had  Power  to  Depofe  King  Davidy   by  Virtue  anct 
in  Right  of  their  Original  ContraUt    Why?  Be- 
caufe  they   did  once  'Depofe  him :   -And,   can  the 
*Peopley  the  Majority*   for  the  Good  of  whom  alj 
Government    is  defign1  d,     do    Wrong .?    And   are 
not  they  themfe Ives  much  the  beft  Judges^    who 
ihall  Govern  them,  and  how  they  ought  to  be  Go- 
verned? Surely,  they  are.     And  to  fhew  you  that 
they  are,  and  have  a  Right  to  do  it,    they  fet  up 
Xing  David's  Son  againft  him ;   I  mean  Jbfalom% 
andJchitophel  was  his  principal  Secretary  oi  St  atey 
or  firft  Miniftcr ; and  he,  who  had  been  an  Emi- 
nent privy  Comfellorto  the  Fat her ',  helped  to  con-, 
tr.ive  the  Revolution  for  the  Son.     Tis  true,  they 
happened  to  be  very  unlucky  in  this  Undertaking 
^Ifo  i  for  their  Revolution  Kingy    created  by  the 
*Peopley   againft   the  exprefs    Confutation  of  the 
Kingdom^  happen'd  to  have  too  tall  a  Beaft  on 
which   he  rode,    which  prov'd  the  Death  of  him. 
And  then,  after  &^e  Time,    GOD's  King  was  re- 
ft or  d>  and  the  Re  ft  oration  publickly  folemnized* 
and  he  prov'd  very  Merciful,    and  forgave  all  the 
Revoktioners  entirely,  except  a  few  of  the  wtc~ 
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fadeftol them*  fuch  as  Shimei  ;  whom  yet  he  did: 
pot  kill*  but  left  to  the  Wifdom  of  his  Son  how  to 
deal  with  them.  And  then  there  \^as  an  End  of 
Revolution  Principles  for  a  |;ood  many  Years  to- 
gether, even  all  the  Days  of  King  &avidy  and  o£ 
his  .Son  King  Solomon >  in  whofe  Days  M&paKchy 
was  at  the  Height  %  and,  which  is  ftrange,  Trade 
1  •flourijhed mightily  then  ;  and  there  was  prodigious 
Tlenrv  of  Silver  and  Gold  in  his  Kingdom^  and  a 
long  Peace  :  And  aU  the  People  of  the  Earth  Were 
then  Admirers  pf  that  £iJjg,  and  that  People*  tho' 
he  was  pretty  Mfolute ;  and  he  died  in  i^^^. 

But  after  King  Solomons  Death,  the  worthy  Ta* 
triots  of  tho  Liberties  ot  the  *PeopJe>  who  were,  it 
feems,  confin'd  to  the  Ten  Tfibesy  refolvd  to  be 
rid  of  their  heavy Taxfs, which  they  psyed  in  King 
Solomons  Time,  and  to  exert  the  Oriinal ContraU% 
q£  le^ft  fo  far  as  to  limit  and  Cramp  the  Monarchy 
pretty  heartily  $  they  came  all  in  a  tonventionx 
met  upon  that  extraordinary  Occafion*  to  propofe 
their  Limitations  to  King  Rehoboam ■:  And  tney 
forgot  in  their  Computation^  that  tho'  they  had 
paid  great  "Taxes  to  his  gather >  yet,  by  the  very 
great  Tirade  they  by  his  means  enjoy  d>  they  were 
better  able  to  pay  thefe  Taxes  than  they  werd 
ever  after  to  pay  fmail  ones  ,•  for  one  may  better 
pay  5  /.  out  of  ioo  /.  than  Half  a  Crown  out  of  a 
Crown*  becaufe  tho*  that  Half  a  Crown  be  \  but 
the  40th  Tart  of  5  /.  yet  it  is  the  half  of  &  Crown 
ftill,  which  is  50  per  Cent,  and  5  /.  which  is '26 
Crawn^isbxxt  the  20th.  Tartof  ioq  I.  that  is  only 
5  per  Cent.  This,  I  fay,  they  forgot  $  as  alfo  then 
they  did  not  refteft,  that  Troth  n&sxjlomijhed 
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hear £>  much  amoqgtt,  them  as  it  did  in  the  Kejgn 
of  King  Solomon  j.for,  as  Ab folate-  a  "Prince  as  he  was, 
which*  is  jdianjeteriiealiy  opf>©iJtc  to  a  Difcovery 
made  by  a  great  Reverend,,  and  a  learned  Gentle- 
man .a  Modern,  who  wrote  a  whole  Book,  of  Tra- 
vels, on  Purpofe  to  ihevy»:  That  wherever  you 
can  ,find  a  Commonwealth,,  there  you  are  fiire  to 
find  Tfradt i  jlo,urifhing,  and  great  Riches-,  and 
lybefflp  ,you  find .Monarchy  higher  or  lower,  there 
you/iiud  jf;W«and  Riches  proportionally  decay  d. 
',  .However,  the  7£»„ iribes  were  refolved  to  Jjfert 
their  'Pre-Adagni.tical  Right  againft  the  Hereditary 
fhtteeffion  entail'd  upon  the  Family  of  "David  i  And, 
tho^&^MMw'?  .Conduct  in  .that  Affair,  jsnot  at 
a#  tio  he  juftified*  for.Kings,  even  Hereditary  Kings, 
are^ot  infallible  $>  opes  »t  YoXt^Qlen  Tribes  were 
refolved  to  bring  a  Revolution  about,  which 
they  did  by  Revolting  from  the  Grandfon  oiTJavid, 
whom  they  had  once  depofed.  And,  who  can  doubt, 
but  upon  their  Original  ContraB,  t  jie  Foundation  of 
Revolution  Principles,  they  were  in 
the  right  to.bning  it  about  5.  Yet  it  ^append, 
unluckily  for  them. in  this  Inilance  aHb,  Why  j> 
Becaufe,  in  Revolting  from  Qod's  T)eputy,  the 
Grandfon  and  Right  Heir  of  King, T^ayid,  upon 
whofe  Family  God  had  fettled  the  Kingdom  Her 
r  edit  arily, they Revolted  i "r©m  Almighty  Qop  Himr 
felfi  and  having,  a  mighty.  Affection  for  Calves, 
they  firft  fet  up  an  V fur  per  inftead  of  tjiek  X/»,> ; 
and  then  he  #n4  they  fet  up  two  C/alpes*  fine  in 
T)an,  and  the  other  in  ^Bethel,  to  be^,ix.Gods. 
So  then,  their  King  was.  tfrejrpwu  T^&pyty,  and 
the  Calves  were  the  Gods.they! ; chofgrtq.preferve 
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their  Liberties;    left  the  People,  by  going  to  wof- 
Hiip  the  True  God  at  "jerujalem,  had  return d  to 
their  Allegiance  due  to  the  Houje  of  "David,  and 
To  had  confounded  the  Ufurper,   and  their  Revo- 
lution Principles  at  bnce.     But  they  were  ftill  more 
Unfortunate,  by  the  Exercife  of  this  their  Origi- 
nal Right  *>   for  they  never  had  the  good  Fortune 
to  have  ib  much  as  one  good  or  tolerable  Revolu- 
tion Kin?,   for  ever  hereafter ;  thd  they  chpngd 
9  and  alter  d  the  SnCcejJibn  about  eight  Times,    and 
new  fettled  it  in  fo  many  feveral  Families,    and 
.'with  a  gfcat  deal  of  Judgment  too -for  they  took 
exa&good  Care,  that  all  their  Revolution^ Kings 
lhould  be  of  the  Religion,   they :  had  chojenipr 
themfelves    j     for  they   all  worjhippd  the  two 
Cakes.    And  after  all  their  Senfe,  and  Wits -and 
ConduU*,  their  Zeal  for  their  Religion,  their  Calves, 
and  their  Jealoufy  of  every  Thing  which  could  ^fr- 
tern pt  upon  their  Liberties,  they  never  made  choice 
bf  one  for  their  ^Ciflg,    who  was  fo  good  as  the 
worfl  of  thofe   GOD  had  chofen  for  them.    And 
.  they  were  at  laft  entirely  difperfed,  and  rooted  out 
of  their  Inheritances,  and  were  deprived  bf  both 
their  Liberty  and  'Property,  and  became  a*  Pr^y  to 
their  Neighbours,    and  a  By- Word  and  a  Proverb 
amongft  the  Nations  :    Yet  ftill  they  were  $  free 
^People  for  all  this,  fo  long  as  G0DJs  J7ice£$rento£ 
the  Family  of  *David  did  not  Reign  over  them. 
For  any  Slavery  is  fupportable  arid  tolerable^  ex- 
cept that  which  GOD  Almighty  enjoins.    But  to 
yield  to  thati    is  to  be  a  <?/#zr  iitdeed,  and  ftiews 
a  w^#  ^#>/^  which  has  no  Regard  far  Natural 
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Freedom,  which  every  pretty  Fellow  axidfne  Geft- 
tleman  ought  to  have. 

But  this  Original  Right  from  the  Tre-Jdamiti- 
calContraB,  runs  higher  ftill ;  for  by  Virtue  of 
ity  Providence  is  dcny'd.by  all  the  Ab^  ifo*-* 
thinkers ,*s  an  Encroachment  upon  their  Liberty, tho 
it  be  the  Thing  by  which  almighty  God  is  pleas'd 
to  Ihew  Himfelf  to  the  World  to  be  G  O  D.  'Tis 
true,  thcfe  worthy  Patriots  for  Liberty i  are  Very 
fine,  well-bred  Gentlemen  ■>  and  to  mew  their 
Good  Breeding,  do  Compliment  GOD  out  of  His' 
Providence,  by  making  it  not  worth  .  His  while 
to  order  or*  mind  what  is  done  in  the  World,  as  if 
itmuftgiveHim  Trouble  to  do  it.  And  I  muft 
&snft,  thcfe  Gentkmeh  are  very  confijient  with, 
their  ,  Other  Motion's  in  this.  Why  ?  Becaufe  if 
GOTfs  Providence  be  allow'd  of,  and  that  by  it 
He  Governs  the  World*,  then  our  Wtfedom  will  ap- 
pear to  be  bxxijlupid  Folly  and  Mfldnefs,  which  is 
by  no  Means  to  be  granted  by  Men  ofJPit  and 
Freedom^ 

And  a  natural  Conference  of  this  it  is,  tri 
Deny  the  Tower  which  God  has  given  to  His  *De^ 
puties,  the  lawful  Kings, and  Queens  of  the  Earth, 
and  which  He  has  entaifdtijpon  their  families  here- 
ditarily, which  is  inconfiftent  with  the  Pre-Jdami- 
tical  ContraB.  Why?  Becaufe  that  were  to  Ac- 
knowledge the  Lawfulness  of  fixing,  a  Monopoly  of 
Tower  in  One  Ptrfon,  to  the  great  Difparagement 
of  the  Multitude,  who  are  Natwaljy  the  Fountain 
of  Power  and- Government.  And,  is  it  not  very 
natural  for  thofe,  who  deny  the  5P<W?rpfGoD  in 
G0verningthp  World  by  His  Providewcb,  to  deny 
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Stlfo  to  render  to  His  deputies,  the  lawful  Kings 

and  Queens  of  the  Earth,  theT ower  of  Governing 
Us  any  longer  than  we  think  fit. 

Thus  the  Bringing  King  Charles  I.  to  theSkek^ 
and  then  Striking  off  his  Head,  was  anatural  Con- 
fequence  of  this  Tower  of  the  Teople ;  which  I  have 
.been  proving  from  the  Pre- Jdamitical  ContrdU : 
And  the  Steps  they  made  to  attain  this  Power,  or 
rather  to  regain  it  out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Mono- 
polizers of  ti%  were  all  very  Juji,  and  true  Con  fe- 
Jquences  of  the  popular  Tower.    For,  Firft,  They 
grumbled  it  every  Thing,  to  (hew  they  had  a  Mind 
to  be  angry  j  then  they  made  Ten  thoufand  Lyes, 
Which  are  only  lawful  in  fuch  Cafes,  when  they  be- 
come ufeful  to  the  Teople;  for  the  Recovery  of  their 
"Rights  :  Then  they  fought  for  the  Thing,  or  Word 
King,  againft  the  Terfbk  of  the  King;  and,  at 
laft,  when  thejy  grew  ftrong  enough,  they  became 
&11  Kings,  and,  for  any  Thing  Iknow;  might  have 
continued  fo  to  this  Day,  but  that  they  had  not 
Time  to  ipare  for  Governing  i  Ahd^-   therefore^ 
having  deftroyd  ^  O  Us  IDeputy,  they  made  hew 
^Deputies  of  their  own  j  and  to'fecure  them,  they 
Jbjurd  the  whole  Family  and  Race  of  the  S  t  u- 
a  rts^  along  with  the  Terfon  of  King  Charles  I  % 
their  Native,Eer edit  ary, Exiled  Trince.  Why  ?  Be- 
baufe  that  Perfon,  King  Charles  II.  was  a  Tretender 
to  the  Crown,  and  claim'd  an  Hereditary  Right  and 
Title  to  the  Monopoly  of  Tower  over  thefe  Nations* 
^ure  ^Divino ;  which  Claim  and  Pretence  was  ab- 
solutely Inconjiftent  with,  the  Sovereignty  of  the 
People. 
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And,  therefore,  the  People  did  ^Gt  wifely  and 
judicioufly,  in  fetting  up  th^  Family  of  the  Crom- 
wellsy  in  Oppolition  to  the  Family  of  the  Stuarts^ 
when  they  found,  that  when  they  deputed  many 
to  Govern  them,  It  bred  FaUions  and  Intonvenien- 
cies.  But  one  Family  they  could  eafier  deal  With, 
upon  Occafion ;  efpecially,  when  they  chofe  to  be 
Govern  d  but  by  a  fingle  Perfori  oT  that  Family  at ' 
a  Time  ;  and  that  the  whole  Family  of  the  Crom- 
wells  ow'd  their  Promotion  entirely  to  the  People, 
and  could  claim  no  Righty  Jure  T)ivino\  for  that 
is,  undoubtedly,  the  moft  dangerous Claim  of 'all. 
Why  ?  Becaufe  it  is  a  Fundamental  Maxim^  that 
The  worfe  Title,  the  hotter  King.  And  this  Maxim 
was  found  to  be  good  by  the  Experience  of  thofe, 
Pays;  for,  under  the  happy  Government  of  the 
Koble  Family  of  the  'romwells>  and,  particularly^ 
under  Oliver  himfclf,  what  Happinefs  did  thefe  Na^ 
tions  enjoy  ?  Then  there  was  noOccafion  forvTaxesj 
there  were  no  Wars,  no  Bloodfhed,  ho  Sequeftrati- 
6ns ;  no,  they  were  pure  Gofpel-times ;  every  Man 
liv'd  peaceably  and  plentifully  under  his  own  Vine : 
And  you  would  h^ve  heard  Pfahns  fong  in  the  very1 
Streets ;  fo  Religious  were  they.  Whereas,  when 
King  Charles  II.  by  a  ftrange  Chance,  got  into 
the  Saddle  again,  at  the  Refloration,  what  terrible 
tDoings  were  then  to  ke  feen  all  over  thefe  King- 
doms ?  nothing  but  Defolation  and  Deftru&ion, 
War  and  Blood,  heavy  Taxes,  no  Trade,  no  Mo- 
ney, (tyc.  Thefe  were  ftrange  Things,  but  very 
accountable.  Why  ?  Becaufe  King  Charles  was 
enly  the  Deputy,  the  Vicegerent  of  GOD.  And, 
how  could  thefe  Nations  be  happy  under  him? 

But 
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"'  But  Oliver,  and  his  Noble  Family  of  the  Cromwells] 
were  the  free  Choice  of  the  People  ;  and,  conse- 
quently, it  was  no  Opprejfwn  in  him,  or  them^  to 
difpofe  of  the  Perfons  and  Eftates  of  the  People, 
how  he  or  they  pleafed.  Why,  Becaufe  they  hacj 
the  prefum'd  Confent  of  the  People  fo  to  do.  Ftrfi% 
Becaufe  they  chofe  them  themfelves  :  And,  Second- 

*  h,  Becaufe  if  they  had  not  lik'd  their  Management, 
they  wpuld  have  depos'd  them  as  being  their  own 
Creatures.  But  fome  will  fay,  Oliver  was  not  a 
King.  Well,  it  may  be  fo  ;.  but  he  Ruled  and  Go-* 
verned  as  Abfolutely  and  Defpotically  as  any  King'  % 
ever  did ;  and  he  had  all  the  Power  of  a  King^and* 
indeed,  of  a  Parliament  too.     He  only  wanted  the 

(  Title  ;  and  that  he  muft  not  be  blam'd  for,  becaufe 
he  endeavoured  to  have  it :  But  the  People  did  not 
think  fit  to  give  it  him ;  and  he,  Good  Man,  was 
very  well  fatisfied  without  it. 

Many  are  the  Excellent  Confequences  of  this 
Original^  popular  Tower  \  to  go  through  them  all, 
would  tire  you  and  me  both.  I  fhall,  therefore, 
only  hint  at  a  few  more  of  them, 

The  Immortality  of' the  Soul  is  incompatible 
yj\th.  it ;  for,  if  the  Soul  fttbfifts  after  the  Death 
of  the  Body,  it  muft  juhfift  fomewhere,  and  be  ei- 
ther Happy  or  Miferable :  And  there  muft  be  fome- 
Ways  of  living  here,  while  the  Soul  and  Body  are" 
together,  which  muft  determine  the  State  the  Soul 
is  to  be  in  after  the  Death  of  the  Body  ;  and  if  foy 
there  muft  be  fome  Rule  to  go  by,  which,  if  ob- 
fery'd,  the  Soul  is  to  be  happy  j  but  if  not  obferv'd, 
the  Soul  muft  be  miferable.  Now  this  Doctrine 
my  old  mufty  jBovk  is  very  full  upon :  But  this  would 
s    C  2  fpoil 


fpoil  all,  and  would  oblige  us  to  be  very  inquifitive 
%o  find  out  the  Way  to  future  Happiftefs  ;  and 
when  we  have  found  it,  to  walk  very  Carefully  in 
It,  to  Avoid  future  Mifery.  And  this  does  at  once 
fpoil  4II  our  Frec-Tbinkingy  if  it  is  allowed,  and  as 
feeing  abfolutely  inconfiftent  with  it.  And,  there- 
fore, to  keep  our  Ratidnality  and  Freedom,  we  muft 
1  ft  level  our  felvesas  low  as  brute  Seajis^hccaufe  'tis 
impofTible  to  keep  up  all  our  Pretences  to  the  Power! 
pf  Governing  ourfelves  how  we  will,  if  the  Soul 
jfylan  is  Impiortal,  or  if  .there  is  a  future  State  of 
of  Rewards  or  Punifhments.  I  own,  however^ 
that  this  Principle  of  the  Soul's  dying  with  the 
Body  is  fome what  ticklifli;  for,  as  neceffary  as  it 
feeips  tp  be,  in  order  to  mantain  our  Freedom  and 
Liberty ;  for  if,  upon  Trial,  we  fliould  find  ourfelves 
tniiiaken,  and  find  th^t  ou^  Souls  do  really  fubjiji 
after  the  Death  of  our  Bodies >  in  that  Cafe  we  are 
but  in  very  bad  Circumftances.  Another  Thing 
alfo  (ticks  with  me,  and  \  can't  well  tell  how  to  get 
oat  of  it  without  Help  ;  if  any  of  thefe  Nations, 
where  my  old  "Book  is  believ'd  by  t;he  Majority,  or 
at  leaft  where  the  Majority,  for  certain  Reafons,  , 
don't  think  fit  yet  to  declare  againfi  it*  *nd  have 
calculated  their  Laws  according  td  it,  fhoiild  tell 
any  Freethinker,  that  fince,  according' to  his  No- 
tion of  Things,  he  has  no  Immortal  Soul,  but  that 
lie  dies  as  a  Beaft  doth^  (frc.  Therefore,*  the  }$&* 
jority  of  fuch  a  Nation  do  determine,  that,  from 
henceforward,  whoever  kills  any  fuch  Free-think- 
er, fhall  not  be  thought  or  conftru&ed  a  Murtherer> 
^ny  more  than  a  Butcher  is  a  Murtherer  for  killing 
a  Sheep.    I  cannot  tell  what  to  fay  to  it,  fince  the 
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common  Definition  of  Murther  is  the  ^eftroying 
the  Image  of  G  O  D,  without  a  Legal  Sentence 
pronounced.  Now  if  we  are  to  die,  as  do  Sheep, 
and  have  no  Image  of  GOD  in  us  to  be  destroyed, 
where  is  the  Sin  in  killing  a  AJan  more  than  a  Sheep? 
I  beg  the  Afliftance  of  the  free-thinkers  to  help  me 
put  of  this  Lurch, 

And,  particularly,  I  call  upon  my  good  friend 
abovementioned,  my  Mediocriter  'DoUits,  &c*  the 

Author  pf  the  Rights ;  &c.  and  upon  Mr.  C \ 

whom  all  the  #Ten,  who  believe  they  have  Immor- 
tal Souls,  are  forry  for,  beeaufe  he  has  been,  fay 
they,  guilty  of  a  Rape  upon  his  own  good  Mature, 
in"Patroni?ing  a  Caufe  which  has  already  proved, 
and  will  ftilj.  prove,  too  hard  for  his  Head  and  TJn~\ 
derjianding.     But,  moft  efpecially,  I  call  upon  the 

Great  and  Mighty  T -d,  the  irregular  facri- 

legious  $pawn  (fay  they  that  know  him)  ofaPer- 
jur'd,  Irijh,  Popifti  Pried,  who  had  proved  to  a  De-» 
monftration,  that  ]King  C harks  the  Martyr  was 
not  the  Author  of  Etkon  IBafilike,  had  not  Dr. 
Wagftaffe  unluckily  known  the  Story  better  than 
he,  and  printed  it,  who  is  an  intimate  Companion 
to  all  Great  Men,  when  he  is  not  in  their  Compa- 
ny, but  known  to  none  of  them  when  they  happen 
to  fee  him,  who  has  been  often  kick'dm&  druWd 
•  not  only  in  E — - — d,  where  Monarchy  prevails, 
but  even  in  H— — '—d,  the  SanBuary  of  all  the 
Rebels  in  Europe,  and  where  all  the  Odd  'Prin- 
ciples m  Church  and  State,  that  are  to  be  found 
in  Europe,  are  TroteUed,  Nursed,  and  Encouraged. 
This  Great  Author,  who  has  drawn  his  Ten  fo 
$ftena,gainft  Jesus  Christ,  aid  hi$  Gofpel,  I 

exprefly. 
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fcxpfefly  Call  upon  to  afjtfi  me,  how  to  get  rid  bf 
my  Difficulty  >  and  if  he  will  call  into  his  Aid,  any 
pf  his  Great  Lords,  his  Intimates,  I  fhall  be  much 
the  fonder  of  his  Learned  Solution.  But  I  barr  all 
Exotic  Manufcripts,  urilefs  they  be  attefied  by 
fome'more  OW/l/#Perfons3than  feither  Pere  Simon, 
or  LeClerc. 

In- the  next  Place,  this  Freedom  and  Original 
Tower  I  have  been  demonftrating,  cuts  off  all 
Sliftjops  in  the  Churchy  as  well  as  Kings  of  Go d's 
making  in  State.  Why  ?  Becaufe  Bijhofls  pre- 
tend to  be  the  particular  Reprefentatives  of  Jesus'^ 
Christ,  in  and  to  the  Churchy  and  that  by Di- 
cw*  Appointment  and  Commijfwn^  without  taking 
any  Notice  of  thcTower  of  the  7^0/?/*  at  all;  fo  that 
it  either  follows,  that  we  fliould  have  no  Bijhops 
at  all,  or  that,  if  any  fuch  be  allowed,  they  are 
the  beji  tBifhops,  who  do  bcft  ferve  the  Commvn 
Infafeft,  by  Levelling  the  "Primitive  Doffirines,&nd 
ConfdundingthePrimitiveDifiipline  of  the  Churchy 
Vf^ofumnder  the  Divine  Magna  Charta  of  the 
Churchy  becaufe  it  is  Inconfifteat  with  the  Tower 
o£  the  People,  who  level  their  own  Character,  and 
who  /wear  to  maintain  the  Old  Doffirines,  and 
put  irt-  Pra&ice  the  Old  Difcipline  of  the  Churchy 
if  thereby  they  can,  with  the  greater  Eafe,  deflroy 
both.  Why  ?.  Becaufe  they  are  certainly  the  bra- 
®e(i  and  boldefi  Men  who  Dare  to  do  moft  for  the 
Service  of their  Friends.  And  as  for  your  Trimi- 
tive  Sort  of  3$iJhops,  who  are  frighten  d  at  the 
very  Appearance  of  Perjury,  who  dare  not  venture 
to  part  with  a  Hoof  of  what  they  think  the  0/^ 
^jy  according  ta  my  eld  JBook^  and  who  dare 
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hot  Live  other^ife  than  they  prqfefs,  thfefe  arfe  % 
parcel  of  poor,  mean  fpirited,  fiavijh  Men,  who 
are  bound  up  to  the  Super  ft  ition  of  keeping  their 
Words,  and  who  are  io  filly  as  to. believe  they 
muft  be  undone,  if  they  believe  not  all  the  ^Articles 
of  a  Sy (i em  of  above  1600  Years  (landing :  They 
are  to  be  pity  W by  Men  oiWiU  Senfe,  and  Educa~ 
Hon,  in  the  Free-Way. 

And  from  hence  it  is  wonderfully  plain,  that 
the  'Presbyterians  and  other  SeUaries,  are  much 
nearer  being  in  the  ^/gitf  than  the  Church  oi 'Eng- 
land. Why  ?  Becaule  the  Church  of  England  pro- 
feffes  to  be  absolutely  bound  up  to  the  tnfiitutions 
of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  PraUice  of  the  Primi- 
tive Church,  in  the  fir/}  and  />#rv/?  ^^j  of  it.  But 
ihePresbyterians,and  other  Seffiariesjlo  Nobly  exert 
ihemfelves,  in  maintaining  the  Original  Power  of 
thePeople,  from  whom  they  receive  their  Commif- 
fion  :  And  why  fliould  not  the  People  Appoint 
and  Give  Commiffions  to  Priefis  of  theit  oivn,Chu~ 
fing,  to  Z>^  them  to  Heaven  in  their  0w#  J^zy  ? 
This  is  Noble  i  and,  if  it  prove  fuccefsful^  may  be 
£#£0  pronounced  a  very  good  Way. 

And  now,  to  Conclude,  that  Civil  Minifiry 
»uft  be,  by  the  fame  Rule,  the  be  ft  Minifiry  by 
far,  which  Entails  upon  the  People  War,  Poverty v 
Faffiion,  Deflation,  and  T>eftrumon.  Why  ?  Be- 
caufc  by  this  they  fhew,  they  are  the  People's 
Choice  and  Favourites.j  elfe  Our  Sovereign  Lord; 
the  .AMZ>,  would  never  bear  it  :  For  the  People 
.can  bear  nothing,  from  either  the  X/#g.r  of  God  s 
niaking,  or  from-  the  Minifiry  made  by  fuch 
Kings.    But  they  can  bear  any  thing,  from  the 
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[fo'^  of  their  own  Making,  or  from  a  Miniflry 
which  Wfor  them  with  /^r,  S/tWp  Battles,  Wait 
of  Money,  Decay  of  7rva&,  and  Scarcity  of  5P/W- 
/«ir.  I  fay,  WV,  for  many  Reafons,  fach  al 
Thefc  :  To  Strengthen  our  Neighbours^  and 
Weaken  our  fehes,  that  they  may  mew  their  J/^" 
*vtf/'<?»  in  not  Infulting  us  ;  To  Make  the  Army  i 
Nurfery^  wherein  to  breed  up  Champions  for  the 
Yre-Adamitical  Contract :  And  to  Apply  their 
Loyalty  to  their  General,  rather  than  to  their  &- 
vereitfc  &c.  1?/^  Battles,  to  keep  the  jfor&» 
from  being  over-Jock' d  with  Men,  tomako  &///»£ 
CommiffioHs  a  good  Revenue,  and  to  enrich  the 
Corporation  of  Hawkers,  &c.  W^k  of  Afo*yV,  to 
prevent  Luxury^  and  to  Encreafe  the  Ccnjumpti on 
of  2seerdndAle>  becaufe  #W  (  if  it  Grew  irt 
France)  difpofet,h  the  Drinkers  of  it  to  Tyranny, 
&c;  Detay  of  :  Trader  that  om  Good  Neighbour i 
may  Have  the  Fatigue  of  it,  and  that  fo  we  may 
LiveatEafe,  like  Gentle  men;  &c.  and,  Scarcity  of 
Trovifions;  to  keep  us.ih  Good  Health,  and  tofavc 
the  Cfowg*  oiphyjicims,  &c.
